The story, broke Tuesday,, 
less than a month after Se> 
nator Stenhls- reported to the 
.United States Senate that 
the American teach-in move- 
ment had been communist- 
infiltrated. 

In a recent issue the ma- 
gazine Aujourd'hui Qu&bee 
I accused UGEQ of Commu- 
nism. It labeUed AG^UM 
president Jacques Dcsjardins, 
among others, a communist 
because the organisation ha 
headed for a yearjwas attach- 
ed to- a left-wing group which - 
was part^of a co-ordinating 
committee of left-wing move- 
ments, to which the Commu- 
nist party. also belonged. 



If the Report, at present in

At a special meeting 
of l'Association Générale^ des' Etudiants.de l'Université de Montréal (AGEUM) Tuesday night, a 
motion :Was' passed censuring Le Quartier Latin's Editor-ln-Chlef Jacquet Elliott. The editor, staff, 
and Editorial Board Immediately resigned, . - '

Elliott is the fourth Quebec ' 
^campus editor to come under 
fire in recent weeks. At the 
University of Sherbroolce, Cam- 
pus Estrien Editor Hercule Ga- 
boury resigned last week when 
the campus refused to support 
his' position on the La Tribune 
strike; at Laval, a meeting has 
been called moving an invest- 
igation into Le Carabin. Here 
at McGitI, a Students' Society 
Special Meeting defeated, a re- 
solution colling for the resigna- 
tion of Daily Editor-in-Chief 
Patrick MacFadden. 

Thr Quartier Latin motion al-
